DETAILED ACTION 

Status of claims 

Claims 2-4, 1 2-1 3, 1 5, and 1 8-20 are currently pending. Claims 1 , 5-1 1 , 1 4, 1 6-1 7, and 
21 -31 have been cancelled by applicant on 05-20-201 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-4, 1 2-1 3, 1 5, and 1 8-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention involves an encoder with the following novel features wherein the coder 
chooses between two types of INTER coding and the INTRA coding, the two types of 
INTER coding comprising coding using the at least one short term long term reference 
block (ST) and the at least one long term long term reference block (LT), and wherein; 
the coder computes moments for the INTRA coding and the ST block using a recursive 
optimal per pixel estimate treating elements of a previous block as a random variable; 
and the coder computes moments for the LT block using a recursive optimal per pixel 
estimate treating elements of a previous block as a random variable.
